EAST JAFFREY 

MONADNOCK BANK, Chartered Sept. 1, 1850. Commenced business Jan. 6, 1851. Notes 
issued included $1, $2, $3 (two varieties), $5, $10, $20, $50, and $100. The last two 
are of the same designs used by Mechanics Bank (Concord), and Dover Bank. They were 
printed by New England Bank Note Co. This bank ceased operation June 13, 1865, when 
it became the Monadnock National Bank. A $5 note in a Texas collection is the only 
note of this issue known to the author. No doubt most were redeemed and destroyed. 

EPPING 

PAWTUCKAWAY BANK, Chartered 1854. Notes issued included $1, $2, $5, $10, $20, and 
$50, with two varieties of three lower values. The $50 had a portrait of General Lewis 
Cass. Bank voted to close on 1862 and by 1866 only $440 in notes were unredeemed. Some 
collections have the lower values but the $20 and $50 have not been located. The $10 
shown inside cover shows an Indian family and a white family. Danf orth , Wright & Co.

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EXETER 

EXETER BANK, Est. 1803. Crude Perkins Type 1 notes were issued in early years 
with $1 and $2 values. A Reed type $5 note was issued about 1813. A type 3 Perkins 
$1 note was issued in the l840's and a $1 deluxe type 3 with vignettes was also issued. 
The charter was renewed in 1824 for 20 years and the bank may have been closed for a 
time after expiration in 1844. The bank was robbed in 1828 by a Rhode Island gang who 
were caught and most of the loot recovered. 

One day a substitute cashier was called on to cash a draft of over $200. Some 
$500 bills in the back of the drawer were used as $50' s by the substitute who didn't 
know that any larger denominations existed. The receiver came back and asked if the 
bank rectified mistakes and was told that after one left the bank no mistakes were 
corrected. When the regular cashier found $1800 short the customer was asked to return 
the extra money, but refused. The bank finally won a hotly contested suit for return 
of the money after jury argued all night, during which one went to sleep and after the 
other eleven agreed on the verdict this one had tp be convinced to get a unanimous vote.

A Dec. 3, 1855 issue included^ $2, $3,V$5, $10, and $20 values. General Lewis 
Cass, an Exeter native, who served as Governor of Michigan Territory, Secretary of War, 
and Secretary of State, and was Democratic candidate for President in 1848, is shown on 
the $2 (see inside cover) and the $10 notes. The bank got in difficulty in 1857 when 
New Yorkers got control of stock and invested in six 3-story brick dwellings in Brook- 
lyn. Notes were paid only at its own counter and an injunction was issued May 31, 
i860 and the bank commissioner took over its affairs. Ti^is probably explains why $1, 

$2, and $3 notes of this issue are not too scarce. 

GRANITE BANK, Est. 1830. Notes included $1, $2, $3, and $5 values with two 
varieties of $1 and $5. Most of these notes were redeemed by the Granite State Bank 
which replaced the Granite Bank in 1851 with reduction of capital from $200,000 to 
$ 100 , 000 . 

GRANITE STATE BANK, Est. 1851 from Granite Bank. Notes issued included $1, $2, 

$5, $10, $20, $50, $100, and $500 values. It was changed to the Granite State National 
C^Sank in 1865. The notes issued in the 1850's are seldom seen today.

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N.H. Native Lewis Cass 
in History & Numismatics 

Lewis Cass, born in Exeter, N.H. , Oct. 9, 1782 was the Democratic candidate for { 
President of the United States' in 1848. Zachary Taylor, who defeated him, also had 
defeated Daniel Webster for the Whig nomination 

Young Cass when to Marietta, Ohio about 1799 to study law and was admitted to the 
bar in December 1802. He established himself at Zanesville, Ohio and was elected to 
the Ohio legislature in l806. He served in the war against England in l8l2 and from 

1813 to 1831 he was governor of Michigan Territory. He was very successful in dealing 

with the Indians, obtaining millions of acres from them through treaties, involving 
about one fourth of the area of the states of Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michigan, and 
Wisconsin. President Jackson appointed Cass Secretary of War in 1831, and from 1836 
to l84l, he was minister to France. He was U. S. Senator 1845-48, and after defeat 
for the Presidency he was elected Senator again in 1849. He was Secretary of State 
from 1857-60, resigning because President Buchanan would not strengthen the garrison 
at Fort Sumpter. 

Presidential campaign medals listed by J. Doyle DeWitt in "A Century of Campaign 
Buttons include eight varieties for Cass compared to 47 for his opponent General 

Zachary Taylor . The first two have same obverse with ugly bust facing left with name 

of engraver Leonard" below. In front of his face is -- "General" and behind his 
head "L. Cass". The reverse of #1 has "The Subtreasury & the Tariff of Forty-six," 
enclosed in a rose wreath. It was struck in white metal, size 4l mm, and about i 860 
restrikes were made including white metal, 25 copper, and two silver. The reverse of 
if2 has wreath of oak leaves with inside blank. These were struck in white metal and 
copper. 

Cass faces right on #3 engraved by Albert G. Bird of Philadelphia, with inscrip- ' 
tion >( Our Candidate, Gen. Lewis Cass, Principles Not Men" and "Bird" below. Reverse 
has Liberty, Equality, and Fraternity, The Cardinal Principles of True Democracy." 
This was 35mm in white metal. 

C.C. Wright, New York, engraved dies for #4 with "Gen. Lewis Cass." above nude 
bust facing right, much more attractive than $1 and y^2. Reverse inscription is "The 
Constitution and Freedom of The Seas". It was struck in white metal, 33mm size, and 
restruck about i 860 in white metal, copper, brass, and silver. 

Number 5 has "General Lewis Cass" above bust facing left with "1848" below and 
3 stars each side of date. Reverse shows Liberty seated on clouds with nude child 
holding^ torch. Background shows globe of world and rays. "United We Stand, Divided 
We Fall is on scroll below. This reverse was also used on 1844 Clay medalet. 

Number 6 ^had The Freedom of The Seas, Lewis Cass" enclosing bust of Cass to left. 
Reverse had While I Am Able to Move, I Will Do My Duty" enclosing bust to right; this 
was copper, 29mm size. Described in an 1878 sale catalog as very rare, DeWitt has 
not seen one, but presumed the bust was that of Butler. 

Number 7 is a 24mm silvered brass shell with "Lewis" left and "Cass" right of bust 
facing left and 1849 below. Reverse has "Cass & Butler, 1849" with ornaments. Num- 
ber 8 has lithographed busts of Cass and Butler on opposite sides under glass with 65 
mm pewter frame, ring at top. (Your author is interested in purchasing or trading 
for any of the above campaign pieces . ) 

The Exeter Bank honored the native son in 1855 by using his bust on their $2 and 
$10 notes. (See inside cover) By 1857, "Parties living abroad" seem to have gotten 

their !^ ock ’ and loans °n six brick 3-sl ory dwellings in Brooklyn had 
$ 36,940 due when $4000 was allowed for settling those accounts.
